T he Russian “scare” regarding wheat dumping has appar- 
entlv subsided although the investigation in being continued. 
The United Presa, through its correspondent, Butene Lyons, 
bos secured a review of Soviet Russia’s plans for increased farm 
planting. The picture is one that brings up the Soviet as a grow­ 
ing competitor in the wheat and other grain markets of the 
wand.

“The second year of the Soviet Union s five-year plan of in­ 
dustrialization ends today with ambitious plans for a 12 per cent 
increase in farm planting next season. Although the official end 
of the business year has been postponed i»ecause of Incomplete 
agricultural reports, the 24 months in which the five-year plan 
has gone forward have resulted in wide repercussions at home 
and abroad, especially in Connection with Soviet export of wheat 
to foreign countries. 
“The foreign reaction to Russian wheat exports this season 
centered attention on the Soviet’s revolutionary form of agrarian 
production—the collective and state farms. Some six million peas­ 
ant farms already have bein merger! into the collectives and more 
than twice that numlier are expected to hr* merged in the next 
year. The Soviet plantings, which totalled 146,000,000 hectares 
this year, will he Increased by 15,000,000 hectares (about 37,500,- 
000 acres) next year under present plans. 
“The spring grain area will be enlarged from 100,000,000 
hectares this year to 109,000,000 hectares. Private peasant farm ­ 
ers this year planted 70,000,000 hectares of grain, hut next spring 
they will plant only 50,000,000 hectares. The difference will be 
absorbed by newly-formed collectives, which are expected to in­ 
crease their area from 30,000,000 hectares to more than 52,000,- 
000 hectares, and by the state farms. 
“Statistics on the collective and state farm s mean that since 
the revolution Russian peasants rapidly are changing from th*1 
old ways and more than 12,000,000 households, with a total of 
about 60,000,000 men, women and children, will be earning wages 
in an entirely new' environment. More than half of the nation’s 
marketable grain (which resulted in charges of ‘dumping* when 
exported abroad) was obtained from ‘socialized’ sources, but next 
year the government expects to increase1 the percentage to 85.” 
The state farms of Soviet Russia are described as most re­ 
markable. One of these, the largest in the country, being termed 
the Gigant or Giant, is literally a bread factory with a population 
of 17,000 workers. The inhabitants work on a wage basis. 
“The state farms and collectives have been developed with 
redoubled intensity as a result o f upward revision of the o b j e c ­ 
tives of the original five-year plan, in an effort to compress the 
ambitious program into four years. Fully half of the time which 
the Soviet regime has allowed for completion of the scheme has 
been used. 
“Nevertheless, it still is impossible to state categorically 
whether the plan will lie achieved," says Mr. Lyons in his conclud­ 
ing observations, “Even the most optimistic Soviet spokesman ad 
fits there are enormous obstacles.” 
The Soviet is striving to put all its various activities, agri­ 
cultural, manufacturing, etc., on a mass production basis. There 
are, for instance, the tractor factory, the machinery works, steel 
mills, automobile plant, chemical works, etc, 
One may conclude that the agricultural plan, as measure'I 
by results achieved this year, will have greater effect as their 
ideas regarding near perfection are attained. The American 
farm er may well realize that he has a competitor in the Russian 
Soviet, regardless of what we may think of their political ex­ 
periments.

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The Russian “Scare" 


T he Russian “scare” regarding wheat dumping has appar­ 
ently subsided, although the investigation is being continued. 
The United Press, through its correspondent, Eugene Lyons, 
has secured a review of Soviet Russia’s plans for increased farm 
planting. The picture is one that brings up the Soviet as a grow­ 
ing competitor in the wheat and other grain markets of the 
world. 
“The second year of the Soviet Union’s five-year plan of in­ 
dustrialization ends today with ambitious plans for a 12 lier cent 
increase in farm planting next season. Although the official end 
of the business year has been postponed because of incomplete 
agricultural reports, tile 24 months in which the five-year plan 
has gone forward have resulted in wide repercussions at home 
and abroad, especially in connection with Soviet export of wheat 
to foreign countries. 
“The foreign reaction to Russian wheat exports this season 
centered attention on the Soviet’s revolutionary form of agrarian 
production—the collective and state farms. Some six million peas­ 
ant farms already have been merged into the collectives and more 
than twice that number are expected to be merged in the next 
year. The Soviet plantings, which totalled 145,000,000 hectares 
this year, will be increased by 15,000,000 hectares (about 07,500, 
OOO acres) next year under present plans. 
“The spring grain area will he enlarged from 103,000,000 
hectares this year to 109,000,000 hectares. Private peasant farm 
ers this year planted 70,000,000 hectares of grain, but next spring 
they will plant only 50,000,000 hectares. The difference will he 
absorbed by newly-formed collectives, which are expected to in­ 
crease their area from 30,000,000 hectares to more than 52,000,- 
000 hectares, and by the state farms. 
“Statistics on the collective and state farms mean that since 
the revolution Russian peasants rapidly are changing from the 
old ways and more than 12,000,000 households, with a total of 
about 60,000,000 men, women and children, will be earning wages 
in an entirely new environment. More than half of Hie nation’s 
marketable grain (which resulted in charges of ‘dumping’ when 
exported abroad) was obtained from ‘socialized’ sources, hut next 
year the government expects to increase the percentage lo 85.” 
The state farm s of Soviet Russia are described as most re­ 
markable. One of these, the largest in the country, being termed 
the Gigant or Giant, is literally a bread factory with a population 
of 17,000 workers. The inhabitants work on a wage basis. 
“The state farms and collectives have been developed with 
redoubled intensity as a result of upward revision of the objec­ 
tives of the original five-year plan, in an effort to compress the 
ambitious program into four years. Fully half of the time which 
the Soviet regime has allowed for completion of the scheme has 
been used. 
“Nevertheless, it still is impossible to state categorically 
whether the plan will he achieved,” says Mr. Lyons iii his conclud­ 
ing observations. “Even the* most optimistic Soviet spokesman ad- 
fits there are enormous obstacles.” 
The Soviet is striving to put all its various activities, agri­ 
cultural, manufacturing, etc., on a mass production basis. There 
are, for instance, the tractor factory, the machinery works, steel 
mills, automobile plant, chemical works, etc. 
One may conclude that the agricultural plan, as measured 
by results achieved this year, will have greater (‘lied as their 
ideas regarding near perfection are attained. The American 
farm er may well realize that he has a competitor in the Russian 
Soviet, regardless of what we may think of their political ex­ 
periments.

MeOillleuddy could be persuaded to 
name his starting pitcher.

With “Lefty” Grove In the box, the 
Mackmen would be 3 to I shots to 
take the opener, even against a spit­ 
ball pitcher of Burleigh Grimes' abil­ 
ity. But many of the experts figured 
that Connie would change his mind 
at the last minute, sending some other 
hurler in the fray and retaining his 
star southpaw* In reserve.

poison by two men and then forced to 
drink it.

John was taken to the hospital.

John said the two men robbed him 
of $32 while he was unconscious from 
drinking the poison. Despite repeated 
urging from his family to tell the 
truth, even if be had spent the money 
on himself, the boy insisted he had 
been drugged with the poison.
